Mrs. Hoover Breaks Copies of An- 
cient Mayan Vessels, Containing 
Water From Seven Seas.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Aug. 15. 
—Two sister ships, the Talamanca 
and the Segovia, first of a fleet of 
six vessels to be built for the Unit- 
ed Fruit Co., were christened here 
today by Mrs. Herbert Hoover at a 
double launching. The President's 
wife broke copies of ancient Mayan 
vases, containing water from the 
seven seas, against the white hulls 
of the ships. 

Guests at the ceremonies includé 
ed high officials of the United 
States Government, diplomats of 
Latin America and officers of ship- 
ping companies. 

Between the two launchings, Mrs. 
Hoover visited the President Cool- 
idge, sister.ship to the President 
Hoover, which she sponsored at ite 
launching last December. Mrs. 
Hoover will leave later for the 
President’s camp on the Hapidan 
River. 

The fleet of six ships is to be 
built by the United Fruit Co. at a 
cost of about $21,000,000. 

The two ships will be ready for 
service in Southern waters within 
the next six months. The Tala- 
manea is scheduled for completion 
Dec. 15, at a cost of about $3,- 
525,000. The ships were financed 
under provisions of the Jones- 
White shipping Dill, and will get 
ten-year mail contracts available 
from the United States Govern- 
ment to American companies 
building in American yards to sail 
under American flags.

French Premicr Taiks to German 
Chancellor by Telephone; Briand 
in Poor Health.

BERLIN, Aug. 15. — Premier 
Laval of France, speaking over the 
telephone last night from Paris, ex- 
plained to Chancellor Bruening the 
reasons making it necessary for 
him and Foreign Minister Briand to 
postpone their visit to Berlin until 
late in September. 

In political circles it was under- 
stood.the condition of Briand's 
health made it impossible for him 
to attempt the journey this month, 
as had been olanned. It was be- 
lieved here there was no political 
significance to the postponement, 
Melion Sees Naples; Starts Home.

They sur- 
rendered yesterday to the com- 
mander of the gunboat Fernandez 
Quevedo after being surrounded by 
Government troops in the Province 
of Pinar del Rio.

The first rebel victory over Goy- 
ernment soldiers was reported from 
Rancho Veloz, Santa Clara Provy- 
ince, with eight soldiers killed and 
numerous casualties. Government 


_troops were routed in a brisk fight 


and awaited further reconaissance 
before renewing the engagement. 

Other spirited offsets to the Me- 
nocal surrender came in fights in 
the Santi Spiritus region and at va- 
rious other points in Santa Clara 
Province, where revolutionary 
forces made attacks on Governe- 
ment punitive expeditions. 

Menocal and his party were 
sighted in the afternoon by a mem- 
ber of the crew of the gunboat near 
the banks of the River Verde in 
the extreme western part of the 
province. Troops ashore were no- 
tified and they forced the fugitives 
toward the vessel, where they gave 
themselves up without resistance. 

They had been without food for 
hours and were exhausted by their 
long flight through the hill and 
lake regions of Western Cuba. They 


were invited to have lunch with ihe 


officers. 
Rebels Still Determined. 

News of the Government's suce- 
cess spread through Havana and 
excited groups gathered on street 
corners to discuss it. Official quar. 
ters said’ only one insurgent leade- 
er, Miguel Mariano Gomez, former 
Mayor of Havana, was unaccounte- 
ed for and that the backbone of the 
revolt had been broken. 

Rebel sources said, however, that 
the fight against the Government 
would go on and that they would 
not make peace until President 
Machado resigns and constitutional 
guarantees are restored. 

While army headquarters report. 
ed the subduing of groups of rebels 
in Santa Clara province, other re- 
ports said insurgents waged Gucr- 
rilla war in raids on Yateras, Orie 
ente province, and Baez, Santa 
Clara. 

At Yateras, insurgents burned a 
cafe after emptying it of provisions. 
Horses and provisions were seized 
at Baez, not far from the point 
where rebels recently fired a rail- 
way bridge and station. 

The city of Havana resumed its 
midsummer quiet. The city re- 
mained under martial law. 

An official statement listed 4 
engagements between Government 
and rebel troops since the revolu- 
tion got under way last Saturday.

In comparison 
with this Zimring cited the  in- 
juries and damages reserve of the

Indebtedness Reduced. 


The reduction in the company’s 
indebtedness was cited by Zimring 
as an indication that its financial 
condition was not so bad ag pic- 
tured.

April 30, 1931, a reduction of $9,-

Clarke told how available funds 
derived from operations were ap- 
plied to the repurchase of the com- 
pany’s own bonds at a discount.

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AUSTRALIA-ENGLAND FLYER 
HURT IN CRASH IN JAPAN

Cc. C. Chichester, New Zealand 
aviator, to blaze a new air route 
from Australia to England, ended 
in failure at Katsuura, Wakayama 


Prefecture, today when his plane 
crashed as he started for Tokio 
and he was seriously injured. 

Chichester apvarently had dif- 
ficulty in making altitude and as 
he flew low along the beach a 
wing or the tail of his plane stryck 
a telegraph wire along the road- 
way and the plane crashed to the 
ground. It was severely damaged. 

Chichester left Sydney, Australia, 
July 3 and flew northward, stop- 
ping in the East Indies. He made 
his way to Ormoc, Leyte Island 
of the Philippine Archipelago, but 
as he was taking off there his 
propeller hit a floating object on 
the water. He patched the pro- 
peller which a piece of gasoline can 
and tacks and rubber tape and 
finally reached Manila. 

Repairs were made to his plane 
there but difficulties again beset 
him when Japanese authorities re- 
fused to allow him to fly over a 
string of small fortified islands 
leading from Formosa to Japan. 
He flew to the northern end of 
Luzon Island then to China and 
from there to Japan. He had 
planned to continue his flight over 
the Aleutian Islands.

Florida Governor Orders Protec- 
tion of Consulate at Tampa.

Carlton yesterday announced 
he had instructed Mayor McKay of 
Tampa to place an adequate police 
guard around the Cuban consulate 
there to prevent any disorder from 
Cuban revolutionary sympathizers.

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TAMMANY Grilt 
RAKES NEW YORK 
GRAFT INQUIRY 


Tells Legislative Committee 
Investigation Is ‘‘Cruci- 
fixion” of Democratic 
Party.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—John F. 


Curry, chief of Tammany Hall, yes- 
terday told a legislative committee 
he had aided one of its chief wit- 
nesses in challenging the commit- 
tee’s power becouse he regarded its 
inquiry into the city government a 
“persecution” and “crucifixion” of 


the Democratic party. 

He had peen asked to explain 
his connection with the case of 
William F. Doyle. 

He freely admitted he had tried 
to aid the former Fire Department 
veterinarian because he felt it was 
his political duty, in that Doyle is 
a Democrat, and because he was 
vitally interested in challenging the 
powers of the committee. 

Curry said he was interested to 
the extent of telephoning a judge 
and asking if the jurist would hear 
a petition for a stay of a contempt 
sentence imposed on Doyle at the 
committee’s request. 

But before he left the stand he 
turned on Samuel Seabury, chief 
counsel for the committee, and told 
what he thought of the investiga- 
tion. 


Doyle Denies Bribery. 

Doyle was ordered to jail 16 days 
ago for refusing to tell the com- 
mittee among other things whether 
he had split with any officials the 
$2,000,000 he allegedly received in 
fees for practicing before’ the 
Board of Standards and Appeals. 
He preceded Curry on the stand. 
“Did you bribe any public of- 
ficials in connection with your ap- 
pearances before the board?’’ Doyle 
was asked. It was his refusaj to 
answer this question last month 
that led him to jail. This question, 
an Appeal Court later ruled he must 
answer or remain in jail, and it 
was this question Doyle himself 
asked to be allowed to answer after 
he learned of the ruling. 
Crowds in the courtroom leaned 
forward as Seabury put the ques- 
tion. 
“No, I never bribed a public of- 
ficial,”’ the veterinarian answered 
quietly. 
Later he was taken back to jail, 


was still in contempt, even though 
he had answered the bribery ques- 
tion. The vote was on. strictly 
partisan lines, five Republicans op- 
posing four Dernocrats. 
“T don't think perjury purges a 
man of contempt,” said Seabury In 
explaining why he thought Doyle 
should still be held. 
Doyle spent the night in jail, but 
was released in $20,000 bail today. 
He obtained a writ of habeas cor- 
pus last night, but Seabury got a 
stay on the writ, pending appeal. 
Curry’s Examination. 
Shortly after’ Curry took the 
stand, Seabury asked: “Are you 
interested in Dr. Doyle?” 
‘“T am interested in every Demo- 
crat in New York," the Tammany 
leader replied. — 
“Don’t you think {t was a great 
piece of impertinence for you to 
interfere and try to locate a justice 
for a litigant?’’ Seabury asked. 
“It’s the first time since I’ve been 
leader of Tammany that I've done 
so,” Curry answered. 
Seabury then asked if Curry 
would take such:a step again if 
the need arose. 
“I'd step on the gas when ever 
I could to help the Democratic 
party,” replied the witness. 
In discussing the telephone call, 
Curry said he had made it from the 
apartment where he transacted his 
political business. 
“If there is a throne room that 
would be the throne room then?” 
Mr. Seabury asked. 
“That is the throne room,” Cur- 
ry replied. 
A short time later Curry leaned 
forward and, speaking firmly but 
without raising his voice, said to 
Seabury:

Miseries’’ Pointed Out in 
Church Report.

 PAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Aug. 15. 
—Immediate correction by the Fed- 
eral Government of “gfaring in- 
equalities and poignant miseries” 
attending unemployment is urged 
in the report of the chairman of 
the Board of ‘Temperance and 
Social Welfare of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, received 
here for presentation to the board 
on Monday. 

The report is signed by the con:- 
mittee chairman, Bishop James 
Cannon Jr., and embodies reports 
from 13 annual conferences in 
seven Southern states.

GOLD BONDS AND DROSS. 

The story of the Monticello Apartments, as unfolded 
in a two-day hearing before Judge Hamilton, is typ- 
ical and significant. As in the case of thousands of 
other apartment houses and hotels whose securities 
are now in default, the Monticello’s history was made 
possible by a combination of unsound financing meth- 
ods and a credulous public. 

Those who bought the $350,000 issue of so-called 
first mortgage gold bonds were told the property was 
worth $610,000, in the opinion of “careful, disinterest- 
ed and experienced appraisers,” yet its cost, accord- 
ing to J. T. Craven, was $475,000 and its assessed 
valuation is only $240,000. The lot was purchased for 
$15,000 in 1925 before the zoning law was knocked 
out, is now assessed at $30,000, but was valued by 
the aforesaid “careful, disinterested and experienced 
appraisers” at $70,000. The investors were told that 
net earnings were estimated at $77,960 annually, well 
above the interest requirements, yet by 1931 gross 
earnings were only $59,000 against which not only 
interest and principal payments but taxes and general 
expenses aggregating $62,000 had to be charged. Thus 
the net earnings mentioned in the bond circular had 
shrunk to a deficit. . 

Real estate mortgages have a traditionally high 
place in the investment field, yet there is a radical 
difference between mortgages based upon conserva- 
tive appraisal and fixed at a sum well below the 
property's market value, and the Monticello “first 
mortgage gold bonds,” based upon inflated appraisal 
and representing nearly 75 per cent of the actual cost 
of the property. In the light of this and numerous 
similar debacles, it is not to be wondered at that a 
Monticello bondholder seeking appointment of a re- 
ceiver, charges in his petition that “financing” of such 
buildings with so-called first mortgage gold bonds has 
developed into “a system of racketeering on a large 
and unprecedented scale.” 

Now that so many “gold bonds” have turned to 
dross, perhaps investors will learn not to be deceived 
by glittering terms. The term “gold bond” did not 
mean what it said in the case of the Monticello. Those 
who purchased the Monticello securities, as pointed 
out yesterday in the Post-Dispatch, were actually buy- 
ing shares in the highly competitive and speculative 
business of operating an apartment house. If it had 
been put that way in the prospectus, the $350,000 
issue probably would still be lying unsold in the vaults

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OUR MISREPRESENTED NATION. 

When the tumult and shouting of the 1930 elec- 
tions had died, the nation found it had elected a 
lower house of 218 Republicans, 216 Democrats and 
one Farmer-Laborite. Nine deaths of Representatives- 
elect since that time have made control of the House 
even more problematical. Had the country used the 
proportional representation system of election, how- 
ever, there would now be no*doubt as to who should 
organize the House. The Democrats would do it, says 
a statistician of the Proportional Representation 
League, for they would have 225 members, as against 
204 Republicans, three Socialists and three Farmer- 
Laborites. These figures are obtained by computing 
the votes on the basis of the Hare system, whereby 
parties are represented in proportion to the number 
of votes they get, and minority ballots are not wasted. 

This hypothetical calculation might seem cause for 
the Democrats to emit a loud whoop ‘and include 
P. R.gin their next platform. However, by doing so 
they would break up the Solid South more effectively 
than Mr. Ho@ver did in 1928. On the other hand, the 
Democrats under this system would elect more than 
one-third of the Representatives in the solid Repub- 
lican Northwest, where in 1930 they elected less than 
one-tenth. The South chose 107 Dc ocratic and three 
Republican Congressmen in 1930. Under P. R., the 
figures would have been 80 -nd 30, respectively. 
Democracy likewise would have suffered in Missouri. 
With 477,467 votes against 468,853 for the Repub-

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Politics in the Arctic 


Exploration in Far North first inspired by adventurous urge or scientific zeal; whaling 
and trapping also led men into the Arctic; lately, however, mineral discoveries 
have brought international rivalry for lands there; many nations seek to perfect 
claims to barren regions; northerly plane routes will give these areas new value.

FEW peop still relegate Arctic ex-

The achievements of aviation there, and as 
well, perhaps, the frustrations, reported in 
the press and depicted on the screen, have 
certainly stimulated a public interest in 
these regions which has tended to dispel 
such misconception.

the frozen North? 

For a long time neither economic a.or 
political motives found application there. But 
this was not always so. In the days before 
petroleum, when whale oil was considercd 
a necessity, the Arctic was a subject of con- 
siderable international controversy. When 
whales abounded in i{s coastal waters, the 
English and the Hanse towns, the French 
and the Dutch, vied strongly with one an- 
other for political supremacy in Arctic 
lands. But the decline of coastal fisheries, 
pushed Jan Mayen Island and Spitzbergen 
back into their former cold obscurity. 

For almost two centuries after the de- 
cline of coastal whale fisheries, Arctic 
lands received scant aitention from the na- 
tions. Fur trapping, sealing, walrus and 
bear hunting were, of course, continuo sly 
carried on, but these were the activities of 
individuals rather than of Governments. The 
fur industry was important, but seemingly 
not ther of national importance. Much of 
the Arctic was unclaimed.

Scientific research in the Arctic began in 
the latter half of the nineteenth century. 
With the quickening of man’s curiosity in 
the realm of nature and with the advent of 
ocean travel by steam, the Arctic came in 
for its full share of scientific investigation. 
But the scientific world alone was interest- 
ed. The Arctic had no generally recognized 
economic value, nor any political signifi- 
cance other than as a field for scientific in- 
vestigation. 

The Arctic remained purely a field for 
scientific investigation well into the twen- 
tieth century. Peary spent years in unex- 
plored North Greenland, yet the United 
States was content with the glory of having 
fostered the first successful polar dash, 
though it might well have laid claim the,e- 
by to a considerable portion of territory. 
Further, our Government refused to, 
acquiesce in the suggestions made that we 
should perfect our claim to Wrangel Island. 
In 1881 this island was discovered, ex- 
plored and formally taken possession of for 
the United States. We could have iaid 
claim to Wrangel Island and legally would 
have been justified in doing so. Yet our 
Government did not see fit to take the steps 
necessary for its official annexation, and « 
Projected settlement there was not encour- 
aged. The economic value of sovereignty 
over so remote and inclement a territory was 
considered inconsequential.

nations toward uninhabited Arctic lands. 
Coal had been discovered in Spitzbergen, 
and in 1905 development work began. From 
then on, the Norwegian Government took a 
growing ir.terest in affairs to the northward. 
Still, it permitted Spitzbergen to be offi- 
cially considered terra nullius in its protocol 
of 1912 with Sweden and Russia. How- 
ever, the increased activity in the coal mines 
during the war led Norway to advance its 
claims to sovereignty.

In 1921 Denmark issued an official cir- 
cular closing Greenland to other nationals. 
Even Icelanders, with the same King as 
the Danes, were excluded. Alive to the fu- 
ture as well as to the present, Norway pro- 
tested. As a result, Denmark opened East 
Greenland to Norway in 1924 and agreed 
to postpone final determination of sover- 
eignty there for 20 years. This determina- 
tion will be based on extent of interest. 
Norway has proceeded to make the most of 
this postponement. Its fishets and its hunt- 
ers visit the coast, fox and dog farms have 
been established and a meteorological wire- 
less station functions at Mygebukta. The 
benefits of the recent discovery by Amer- 
icans of coal and oil in East Greenland will 
thus in all probability accrue to Norway. 

(On learning that Denmark planned to 
strengthen her claim by sending an explor- 
ing party to East Greenland, a party of 
Norwegian hunters last month took pos- 
session of the area by nailing up their coun- 
try’s flag. The dispute probably will be 
referred to the World Court soon.—Editor’s 
note.) 

For some time, Canada has devoted par- 
ticular attention to the creation and pre- 
servation of its rights in the matter of 
Arctic discovery and exploration. The Stef- 
ansson expedition of 1913 received instruc- 
tions to reaffirm British rights in the re- 
gions visited. In 1921, the Danish Govern- 
ment was formally notified that any dis- 
coveries made by Rasmussen would not af- 
fect Canadian claims. Canada in 1925 
voiced definite cluim of sovereignty over 4ll 
lands, known and unknown, within set east 
and west limits and northward to the Poie, 
and so notified the United States. 

+ . * 

Russia has been no less active in extend- 
ing its sovereignty over Arctic lands. In 
1916, the Russian Imperial Government 
notified its allies and the friendly Powers 
that it considered various islands on its 
north coast as forming an integral part of 
the Empire. True, that was but a voicing 
of the contiguity doctrine of international 
law. But it indicated an expressed determi- 
nation on the part of Russia to put an end to 
foreign claims to Wrangel Island. By 1926 
this island was effectively occupied by a 
Russian colony. 

In 1926, following the precedent ef Can- 
ada, the Soviet issued a decree embracing 
everything in the sector north of Russia to 
the Pole. To the west the claim overlapped 
the Norwegian claim te Spitzbergen.

As for the statement that modern 
man has been “rendered impotent,” 
it is to be feared that Sherwood 
doesn’t really know men very well:

actually publish, “Sherwood Ander- 
son's Note Book” is hardly likely 
to understand the masculine con- 
sciousness, nor yet the feminine in 
its deep, unchanging, racial aspect. 
If Sherwood keeps his health, it is 
not improbable that he is going to 
have the surprise of his life. 

We children have been out of 
school ani running wild for quite 
a while. Some think that the first 
bell has already rung. It seems a 
pity that the second should ever 
have to ring, calling us back to the 
same old trying lessons, but some- 
how it always does. Perhaps one 
of the lessons will tend to remind 
us that the sanity and power of 
woman are greatest when her func- 
tion is most sincerely reverenced.

a vote of 6 to 3, with two mem- 
bers of the commission not partici- 
pating. The contract is between 
virtually all the railroads in the St. 
Louis district, on one side, and the 
Columbia Terminals Co. for a 
monopoly in hauling freight  be- 
tween on-track and off-track sta- 
tions. 

The majority opinion was by 
Commissioner Porter. Commission- 
ers Eastman, McManamy and Ma- 
haffie dissented. Commissioners 
Aitchison and Tate took no part In 
the decision. 

In the same connection, the com- 
mission found the allowances for 
direct delivery service from East 
St. Louis to St. Louis proposed by 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad were 
not justified, and ordered the sus- 
pended schedules embodying these 
allowances to bé cancelled. It ap- 
proved the allowances for this 
service proposed by the other rail- 
roads. 

Eastman’s Dissenting Opinion, 

Commissioner Eastman traced 
the history of the case in a long 
and vigorous dissenting opinion. 
He charged that the carriers had 
acted indefensibly in conferring a 
drayage monopoly without contest 
on the Columbia Terminals Co. On 
this point he said: 

“The carriers perform a very 
important part of theic freight 
service in St. Louis anl East St. 
Louis through the agency of truck- 
ing companies. Some time ago 
they decided that this service could 
best be performed through a single 
agency. Having arrived at this 
conclusion, two courses of -action 
were open, either of which could 
be defended. 

“The best course would have 
been to use for this purpose an 
agency under carrier ownership or 
control. It has never been shown 
that such a plan is impracticable. 
The Railway Express Agency was 
such an instrument ready at hand 
which might easily have been 
adapted to this use. Or the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, which 
is the common terminal agent of 
the carriers in the St. Louls district 
and which they own and _ control, 
could have been so utilized. 

Direct Financial Interest. 

“However, assuming that for 
some undisclosed reason it was 
necessary to-resort to an independ- 
ent, non-carrier agency, the next 
best course would have been to se- 
lect such an agency through open, 
competitive bidding by financially 
responsible concerns competent to 
do the work. 

“Neither one of these defensible 
courses was followed. Instead, the 
carriers undertook to confer the 
monopoly without contest upon the 
Columbia Terminals Co. A proposed 
contract was negotiated under the 
auspices, in part, of carrier officers 
who had a direct financial interest 
in the Columbia or an affiliated 
company.” 

When the matter first came be- 

fore the Commission, none of the 
members was willing to approve the 
allowances propose’ to be made to 
the trucking company. The com- 
mission found that a cost study 
was requisite and the proceedings 
were held’ open to permit this to 
be made. 
At a second hearing, Eastman 
continued, the bare results of this 
study were submitted without sup- 
porting details. There were further 
negotiations, and, to quote the dis- 
senting opinion, “it is said that 
the carriers finally appointed Hen- 
ry Miller, president of the Termi- 
nal Railroad Association, to handle 
the drayage matter to a con- 
clusion.” 

Miller Negotiated Contract. 

Eastman contends that there is 
no competent evidence on this 
point except a denial by the re- 
ceiver of the Chicago & Alton that 
there was a valid delegation of 
such authority to Miller. 
‘However that may be,” East- 
man continued, “Miller did nego- 
tiate a contract with the Columbia 
Co. which is signed by him as pres- 
ident of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation and purports to be made, 
on his part, on behalf of the ‘As- 
sociation, its proprietary lines, ten- 
ants and licensee.’ There is no 
evidence that the association, which 
has no direct interest in the mat- 
ter, ever authorized such a con- 
tract. 
“Neither Milleg nor anybody else 
in authority took the stand to ex- 
plain the contract, or any of the 
circumstances leading up to it. It 
is clear that bids were not publicly 
invited.

“It provides allowances for the 
off-track and interchange services 
which are considerably less than 
the present allowances, will effect 
material savings to the respondents, 
and taken as a whole, do not ap- 
pear to us to be greater than are 
reasonable for the égervices,” the 
opinion says.

QUTLINE OF LABOR'S 
ANTHNJUNCTION BILL 


Measure Prohibits Court Orders 
Against Strikes, Boycotts, 
Payment of Benefits.

~The major portion of the legisla- 
tive program of the American Fed- 
ration of Labor this year will be

at the next session of Congress to 
regulate the use of injunctions in 
labor disputes. 

This was announced last night 
by William Green, president of the 
federation, after the executive 
council had approved a proposed 
regulatory bill. 

The bill would prohibit the use 
of injunctions against strikes, boy- 
cotts, the payment of strike bene- 
fits, sympatheti: strikes, giving 
publicity to labor disputes, meet- 
ings, threats to strike, urging work- 
ers to strike or to join unions, and 
picketing. 

The bill declares none of these 
shall be considered unlawful con- 
spiracy and that no officer or 
member of a union shall be held 
liable for individual acts of other 
members, 

It states the courts may grant 
injunction when unlawful acts have 
been or may be committed, when 
property damage is likely to fol- 
low and when the injunction seek- 
er has no adequate remedy at law. 
It limits temporary injunctions to 
five days. 

It is provided that those who 
grant ®junction in labor disputes 
must deposit surety enough to com- 
pensate those restrained for loss 
and attorney’s fees. It makes ap- 
peals mandatory and gives them 
precedence over all other matters. 

In cases Of contempt, it pro- 
vides for immediate trial by jury 
except when eontempt is commit- 
ted in the presence of the court. 

If the contempt consists of an 
attack on the character of conduct 
of the judge and does not occur 
in open court, the defendant would 
be allowed to demand the imme- 
diate withdrawal of the judge and 
have the case heard by another 
judge to eliminate bias. Green 
said the last provision was designed 
to assure a free press.

Craft, Named for President, Can Move 10,000 
Tons of Freight—To Operate Between 
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St. Louis and 


New Orleans. 


DUBUQUE, Ia., Aug. 15.— 
named for the lowa-born President 
of the United States, the world’s 
largest Diesel-powered tow boat 
today was christened by Mrs. T.

Thus $64,000 remains to be paid 
to members of the bar, certain 
ioans must be repaid—the Thomas- 
sons have been living on borrowed 
money for several months since 
the lawyers tied up their property 
in a diversity of suits—and with 
the exception of one claim to their 
property which has been  pro- 
nounced a forgery, the Thomassons 
will be clear of lawyer's bills. 

That is, with the exception of 
their current counsel, Wilfred 
Jones and Robert B. Denny of 
Clayton.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. — The 
first authentic data business has 
ever had on the extent of employ- 
ment in retail stores was announced 
today by the Census Bureau. 
Census of distribution compila- 
tions showed 3,769,000 salespeople, 
delivery men, office workers, buy- 


ers, executives and others, or 3 per 
cent of the country’s entire popula- 
tion, employed full time during the 
calendar year 1929. A total of $5,- 
134,000,000 was paid in salaries and 
wages. 

Proprietors actively engaged in 
the business but not on the pay- 
roll, added 1,470,000 to the retail- 
ing employment total. 

New York led all states with 
505.787 full time retail employes 
and $435,977,141 annual payroll. 
Pennsylvania and Illinois were 
closely matched for second place 
and the remaining states followed 
approximately in order of popula- 
tion. 

The report indicates the average 
annual salary for full time retail 
employes of all classes, in cities, 
towns and country stores exceeds 
$1300.
